Albert P. Taylor,, who returned to 


Honolulu oh a recent transport from 
Manila, talks as follows about the de- 
fects in General Otis'policy:

After all, 
the aggregate of the claims Is not con- 
siderable. All of tbe British claims 
foot up only (7,050. There is a claim 
by one Danish subject, Edmund Nor- 
rie, two Greek, claims and one Portu- 
guese claim, tat In those cases no sum 
is mentioned by the claimants.
